Ever tlnce the eventful occurrence 


M&rnbal John Brockway has con»tantly 
been on the alert In tcurch of ft clue that 
would lend to tbe nrrcst of the party or 
parties implicated In Ihe outrageoue af- 
fair. Ho bai (truck leyernl trails, but 
none of them, in nU experienced Judg- 
ment, led to the right parties. Not until 
Thursday afternoon of last week, July 10. 
did he strike n clue that led to the recov- 
ery of Uinneen'B watch and the arreM of 
n paity who will be lucky, Indeed, if he 
cicupeg a term of yours in tbe slate prison. 
While in Justice Peuke's office, on Thurs- 
day attcinoon, Marsh tl Broclsway's atten- 
tion was attrnc-'-l to a Idt of old watches 
which liie Sii'iue's brother, Joe Peake, 
was cleaning and overhauling. He looked 
the caseii over onrcfully, and finally got 
to talking w Ith Joe about Dlnneen's lost 
watch, Hiving him u partial description of 
it, mentioning particularly the initials 
"J. D." which had heen placed on the 
inield of tbe front case by an engraver'* 
tool, .loo studied a inornont, and then 
said that he thought lie bad hud awatib 
answering Jo that description in his pos- 
session on the dny before. Post, the Jew- 
eler, brought it to him to clean and bur- 
nlsb, and he recollected that the initials 
"J. P." were just discevnabla on the lid. 
This was good enough fo- Brockway, and 
be lost no time In quietly and systemati- 
cally working up the case to a successful 
conclusion, so far as tbe recovery of 
i 


watch is concerned. That same aftern-.r 
the marshal wenl U) Posl's establisbnKUi 
and got the clerk, Gllklnson, to show him 
u lot of watches and give tbe prices of the 
same. While looking over tbe goods the 
officer discovered tbe lost case with the 
number "14,088"—the duplicate of which 
Is held by Curtis A Ewing, where the 
walcu was purehaied by Dinneen when 
Theo Neleon w»s tbe proprietor. The 
works were not in the case. The officer 
left tbe store, and by a lltlle strategy 
afterwards learned 
thai the Howard 


works h»d been placed In Ihe case and tbe 
watch exposed for »ale. Saturday after- 
noon, between 4 end 5 o'clock, Marshal 
Brockway, accompanied by'.Policeman 
Kelbaamen, again called on Post, and 
after a Hills maneorerlng, got tbe Jeweler 
to hand out the missing watch. As soon 
as the marshal examined It closely be 
recognized It as the one stolen from Din- 
neen, and so informed Post. The Jeweler 
tald be had bought ihe watch of a good 
man, 
a bulcber, who had first offered to 


sell it to him not more than a week after 
tbe Dinneen robbery. The same party 
said be bought it of a man In ChampalgD 
for |30,—had offered to sell it to him 
on numerous occasions since thai lime 
and he finally gave Wm |10 or $1S for ii 
on ihe 4tb of July. Poet saM he dldn' 
know the man's name from whom h* pur 
chased the watch, but he wae a butcher 
aid worked for Adam Ertiher on Morgan 
street.

Demanding to see him, 
Jake came out, and was closely questioned 
by Brockway, and was shown the watch, 
which'Jake said be bad sold to Post on 
July 4th for $10 and a ring. He said he 
hoaght the watch of a big man In Dan- 
ville, about four months ago, for $18 and 
an old watch. Baliiricd that he was con- 
nected with tbe Dinneen robbery In some 
manner, Marshal Brockway brought Jake 
up town, where, in the presence of btate's 
Attorney Buckingham, be was again 
closely questioned with reference to Ibe 
watch and tbe places he bad been since 
tbe assault and robbery. He claimed that 
he waa at MacMahon's saloon, on the 
Lavee, with two friends, drinking beer, 
at 10 o'clock on the night of tbe 28tb.— 
The questions were piled upon him thick 
and fast, und the Polander contradicted 
himself on stveral important points. 


Marshal Brockway then procured a 


warrant for Jake's arrest, and he was 
lodged In tbo county Jail. He will have a 
preliminary hearing before Justice Peake, 
on Wednesday, July Iflth, at 10 a. in. 


The recovered watch was taken to Cur- 


tis & EwlDB's to-day, and tbe numbers on 
the lid tallied with the duplioatid num- 
ber* held by the firm. 


Fl'RTHBIl rAimCCI-ABS. 


On yesterday Marshal Brockway search- 


ed tbo prisoner's effecu, but found noth- 
ing ot Importance except a calfskin pock- 
et book, which he Ihiuks is the one stolen 
from Dinneen. 
The coroner does not 


recognize it as the oue he used to carry, 
although it Is the mme pailcrn and is 
made of toe same kind of material. His 
memory with reference to bis pocket-book 
U a little faulty, und he may be ablo to 
identify it in a day or two. 


Searching Adam Sykes' pieminc!, the 


officer discovered an old weather-beMcn 
railroad tie, which, from Us appearance, 
hud been laying in the yard five or six 
months. A part of one end had been cut 
off, and tbe supposition Is that from this 
tio' came Ihe murderous club which did 
such fearful work on the nlglil of Jan, '19. 
Brockway in still actively engaged in col- 
lecting a mass of evidence which will be 
given to the public in due time. 


THE riUSONKH'S STOBY,

He left Poland seven years 
ago between two days, having robbed tbe 
contribution box In a Catholic Church, 
and made things lively by provoking sev- 
eral serious rows on board the ship that 
broughl him over. Five or six years ago 
he was in tbe employ of Jacob Baker, the 
gardener, who lives northwest of the city. 
While at work there Mr. Baker was rob- 
bed of a sum of money, and as the Pole 
wns the only stranger about Ihe place, 
Mr. Baker has always believed that be 
waa the thief that took his money. He 
dlscbareed him tho next day. Some time 
after this Bblmnofskl was arrested on a 
aharge of robbing Andy Rotbfust' saloon. 
He laid in Jail three mouths, bad bis trial, 
and though the evidence was pretty con- 
clusive, the Jury discharged biui.

The people of Decaturaml Slnconcoun- 


ty who knew George \V. (Jasnvr in life 
will ba startled and saddened on learning 
of bis sudden and horrible death, which 
took place in hU meadow 1! miles east of 
this city, in Long Creek township, ouyes- 
lerduy afternoon. He died alone, with 
h'S face on bis folded arms, and his life- 
blood flowing from a severed artery. Tbe 
particulars of his untimely death, as re- 
lated to our reporter by well-informed per- 
sons, are about as follows: On the morn- 
ing of the llth he went out into bis 
meadow, with a team of horsei attached 
to what is commonly known to agricultur- 
al dealers as a rear-cut mowing machine. 
That part of the meadow where he was 
mowing grnns is about HO feet from the I., 
D. & 8. Railway. How long he worked 
there Is not known, and probably never 
will he. He did not come to tbo house 
for dinner, and was not discovered until 
about sunset in the evening, when he wa 
found horribly mutilated and dead, in hi 
meadow, by Joseph Mowry, Win. Wolf 
Mr. Davis aud Dr. Lonergau. Ono ac 
count of the manner in which Mr. Casne 
me: his death Is that bis learn tool 
fright at the 1. d, A H. passenger train du 
here at 11:33 a. m. and ran away, throw 
ing C.itner over to the right la front of th 
razor-Ilka knife of the mower, inHictlntf 
the injuries which resulted in bis death 
Hu was dragged with the machine a dls 
Inure uf 100 leet, and was found wllh hi:

Tolerably fair 
work he did, but he was dreadfully given 
to very mimy German novels, and to 
reading bis long translationn at extreme- 
ly unseasonable hours to sleepy-headed 
friends whom he might inveigle to hit 
rooms. Hit name was William D. 
Howells, and he now edits tbe Atlantic 
Monthly. 
His chief then had no alarm- 


ing weakness in the way of German 
sentiiuentalism, but he was ready to 
wander away from his unfinished editor- 
a) at any hour, day or night, for the 
chance of finding a German band in a 
concert saloon, and that tendency at 
least has survived the changes, the ad- 
ded powers and wider influence the prett 
and the Gazette and twenty years have 
wrought upon Mr, Sam H. Heed. 
In 


those davs the State Journal was 
thought rather putting on ain, for it 
had not only had two editors (Reed and 
Howells) but it indulged the luxury of 
a publisher who ran two papers, both 
daily, and he published them so well 
that presently be became head of the 
Washington branch of the great house 
that placed the war loans; and Governor 
Henry Cook, of tho District of Colum- 
bia.

From the Chloago Tribune. 


The London Spectator base* an article 


on the recent letter of Mr. Higginson, 
of Chicago to the London Timet, in 
which it predict* a possible revolution 
in English farming and in the relations 
of landlord and tenant in that country. 
It goes no to point out the impossibility 
of the EnglUh renter paying a general 
average of ten to fifteen dollars per acre 
of rent to landlords and competing with 
the Western Americana for the food 
market of Great Britain. 
Kngland con- 


tain! less than thirty millions ot aeres 
of land in agricultural use, including 
pasture, meadow, hop and garden lands. 
On this area the landlords esact from 
tbe cultivator the enormous rental of 
sixty-seven millions of pounds sterling 
per annum, or in Federal money $335,- 
OOO.OUO. Just think of such a sum 
extracted from the agricultural class of 
a little Island not larger than Illinois ! 
Is it any wonder that the agricultural 
laborers of Kngland are in a condition 
of 
wretched servitude ? They work 


from childhood to old age on wages that 
furnish 
the 
barest subsistence, and 


when they are unfit to toil any longer 
they take refuge in the poor-house.— 
How could it be otherwise when the 
land-monopolists squeeze *335,000,000 
per annum out of them ? 
Tho average 


rental of an English farm of 1150 acres 
is 12,000 per year, and no abatement 
for failure of crops. 
Twelve dollars 


per acre is the general average rent for 
farming and pasture land paid through- 
out England—the better lands renting 
from *15 to 120 per acre and the poorer 
from *5 to *3. 
After paying these 


conflscatory rents, the tenant farmer 
has to give some wages to the gangs of 
field-hands to work the plantation ; but 
the wages are barely sufficient to keep 
the itert ami his miserable family from 
starving. They are clothed in rags and 
filthy garments. They live, and breed, 
and die in damp, mud-floor huts. 
A 


laborer is required to pay rent for his 
hut. and feed and clothe himself, fami- 
ly, and numerous urchins for 12.50 to 
13.50 per week, and that, too, in a coun- 
try where food is necessarily far dearer 
than in this one. The farm may be 
swarming with rabbits and game-bird*, 
but he dare not, on peril of fine and im- 
prisonment, kill any of them for hig 
half-starved family, although they are 
eating up the crop which ois toil pro- 
duces. 


The newspaper confesses that this 


state of things cannot continue any 
longer in the face of the cheap trans- 
portation of the enormous surplus crop- 
of corn and wheat of Illinois and ths 
other Western states. 
There is "come 


ing social revolution;" rents must tum- 
ble from 50 shillings rental to 5 shill- 
ings or lower. This may be a catastro- 
phe 10 the spendthrift magnates, but 
not to the English people who are made 
secura of cheap food and plenty of it. 
Cut down the rents enough, says the 
Spectator, and there will still be a pro- 
Hi in farming English fields to those 
who do the work. Tho land system and 
social system must, however, be revolu- 
tionized in order to compete with the 
farmers of the Western states, who till 
their fields with their own labor and 
who have neither laborers to hire nor 
rents to pay. The Xptctator 
thinks 


that under this tremendous American 
competition the lands of Kngland must 
pass into the hands of those who man- 
age and work them, and ihat no land 
will be thrown out of cultivation, a« it 
can never be to the owner's interest to 
lot the land Ho waste while it will pay 
the cost of cultivation. The cost of 
transportation of agricultnral products 
from Western farms to the consumers 
in Great Britain necessarily secures the 
English farmer a considerably higher 
price than IIH American rival can get. 
On wheat this must range from 25 to 
40 cents a bushel, or say halt a cent a 
pound, and on meats, one, two ur three 
cents a pound, and on root crops and 
hay enough to realize double what the 
American farmer can obtain. 
So after 


all it becomes a question .of reduction 
in rent and the selling price of English 
lands. Both will be forced down enor- 
mously. 


Pall Mall Gtiette. 


Some interesting experiments have 


lately been made in railing sunken vei- 
sels or other submerged objects by a 
plan invented by a Viennese 'engineer. 
The Berlin Tribune says that the agent 
employed to lift the sunken objects it 
carbonio acid gas, generated below the 
surface of the water. 
In an otherwise 


empty balloon a bottle of sulphuric 
acid is placed, embeded in a quantity 
of Buller's salts, and an arrangement is 
provided by which the bottle can be 
broken at pleasure. 
The balloon, emp- 


ty with the exception ot the battle and 
salts, is taken down by a diver and se- 
cure attached to the object to be raised. 
The bottle is then broken, and the sul- 
phuric acid thus set free percolates the 
salts and generates carbonio acid gas, 
which inflates the balloon and after a 
time causes it to rise to the surface, 
bringing with it the object attached to 
it. The trials which have been made 
with this new apparatus have is yet 
been only on a comparatively auiall scale 
but they are stated to have been, so far, 
eminently successful. 
A small vessel 


weighing several hundred weight was 
sunk in i>0 feet ot water, a diver was 
sent down and attached the balloon to 
it, and in a very short time the machine 
appeared on the surface of the water 
bringing the vessel with it. 
On anoth- 


er occasion five sacks filled with sand 
were thrown overboard in 50 feet of 
water and In a few minutes were simi- 
ilarly recovered.

The Best Out. 


Ogrdts HI. 


From the Edinburgh gcoUman. 


The Chineie have made beer from a 


peculiar kind of rice for over 4,000 
yean. Id 
inventor ii uid to have 


brought tome of the new beverage to 
the Emperor, who, on taking it re- 
marked: "This liquor will cause great 
trouble in* the empire." To prevent, 
if poitible, tie fulfillment of bis own 
prophecy, he baniibed the inventor and 
forbade the manufacture, but thii early 
attempt to nip the liquor traffic in the 
bud failed; the secret of the manufac- 
ture wai preaerved, and the Chinese are 
still in enjoyment of their venerable 
rice beer. The rulers of the Celestial 
Empire would ieem to have had more 
succeen in the nipprettion of wine- 
drinking, several Emperors having gone 
to the root of the matter by ordering 
the extirpation of the vine*. The strong 
drink of the Japanese, known as sacki, 
is alia prepared from rice, and so is the 
brom ot the Javanese, which is not con- 
sidered ripe until it has been buried in 
an earthen vessel for several months in 
the ground. The numerous tribes of 
Central Africa prepare malt liquors 
from maize and millet, while the Kara- 
cbatkacs have succeeded in extracting a 
spirit from one of their native grasses. 
Among the agricultural races, cereals 
were not the only materials from which 
alcoholic liquors were prepared; 
the 


fruits of various trees were pressed into 
the service. 
Thus, 
in vine-growing 


countries, "dull 
draughts 
of barley 


wine" gate place,, at least among the 
well-to-do classes, to the more generous 
juice of the grape, while palm wine, or 
turi, from which our word toddy is said 
to be derived, became the 
favorite 


liquor wherever the palm-tree flourished, 
lu countries too cold for the vine cul- 
ture, but where honey abounded, the 
latter seems to have been preferred to 
cereals for fermenting purposes. Mead, 
the liquor thus produced, wnsa favorite 
drink of our Anglo-Saxon 
forefathers, 


of the people of Northern Europe gen- 
erally, and it is still much used in 
Russia, 
It is possibly owing to the 


abundance of honey in South Africa 
that the drink reappears among the 
Hottentots, the Kafirs, and the natives 
of Madagascar. 
Honey is not, however 


the only animal substance from which a 
fermented beverage is obtained. 


Among the purely pastoral races, 


whose wealth consists wholly of their 
flocks and herds, milk hus been turned 
to account for this purpose. 
The Mon- 


gols and the Tartars have from time 
immemorial prepared an alcoholic drink 
known as koumiss from mare's milk,— 
This is placed in bottle-necked vessels 
made of skins, and sour milk of the 
cow is added as a ferment, As fer- 
mentation sets in the contents of the 
skin are violently stirred, and in a few 
days the liquor is made. 
Koumiss has 


long enjoyed the reputation of being a 
remedy for consumption, the tribes 
using it being, it is said, remarkably 
free from pulmonary diseases, and, with 
a view to its application medicinally for 
thia purpose, the manufacture of the 
Scythian beverage has recently been 
started in England.
